Remeuibored her father telling Haydon tliat 
she was 18 years old ; that was while they 
were in Fairhaveo. 

To Mr. Irving — Her mother visited Hay- 
don at the police station ; their conversa- 
tion appeared to be friendly. Haydon had 
sent her and the family presenta from the 
store; did not know whether her father 
knew of ihis or not. Haydon was in the 
habit of sending her father an occasional 
pnt-eiil of whiskey. Did not know wliether 
or not the pioinise of marriage was made in 
Ki riousncss or joke; they were joking al the 
lime. Was not an heiress, that she knew 
of. Absolutely denied having had, at any 
time, improper relations with the prisoner.

The SluMiiH In Kuclauil. 

LoNUON, Oct. 19, — Diapatchea from Holy 
head state that 200 vessels, many of them 
much damaged, have sought refuge at that 
point trom the storm at Sandgate, a small 
town on the English channel, aituated about 
two miles from Folkestone. Crave aii[ire- 
henaioiis are felt by the inbabitaiila. An 
abiiomally liigli tide has bicn caused al 
that place by the storiiia, anil this, con,- 
bined with the biiiricane, is breaking down 
the sea wall. Tlie angry wavi;a have al- 
ready washed over many of tbe houses 
aituated near the shore, and the high road 
leading to Hytho Folkestone ia, in many 
places, Mibmerged and destroyed. At Ktiui 
and other points the river Thames is over- 
llowing its banks. The lower parts of the 
houses in those vicinities have been inun- 
dateil. 

I'raurc nn<l Mnrorcu. 

Paiui,, Oct. 10. — A despatch from Orun 
says that the French garrison at Flcmcbcn, 
US miles south-west of Oran, in the vicinity 
of the frontier of Morocco, has received or- 
ders to march upon and occupy Toet, the 
Oasis in the .Sahara, concerning which 
France and Morocco have for some lime 
past been disputing. 'I'lie expedition has 
for its purpose the-prevenlion of the occu- 
pation of the place by the forces of the Sul- 
tan of Morocco. The despatch, while tell- 
ing of a movement directly in ac- 
cord with the recent announcement 
by Kibot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
that France would compel the Sultan of 
Morrcco lo strictly regard the tcrriloriul 
rights of I'Viinee, iievei lbelesa comes snine- 
what iincxpecledly. It was not bup]KiHed 
that llie Uoverniiient would so pronijitly 
follow and enforce its threat by action. The 
hour at which the despatch reached this 
city was so late as to make it impossible to 
obtain authoritative information in connec- 
tion with the report, even should the olli- 
cials feel disiioaed to give out anything. It 
is, however, the general opinion that the 
(ioveniment is determined, once and for 
all. to aecure tkc absolute safety ot its Al- 
gerian possessions. 

All l>iie to ncUliilry. 

Bkiili.v, Oct. 19. — " Over production " is 
the cry amnng the textile manufacturers in 
many parts of (lermany, the markets being 
atagnatit and orders unsatiafactory. The 
McKiidcy liill is accredited witli having 
caustMl the falling oif in trade. The out- 
look is gloomy for tlie winter, especially in 
.Silecia, where it seems certain that; the 
majority of the operatives must be idle 
during the winter montlia, and much dis- 
tress is already apparent. 

Disabled Im a Slonu. 

London, Oct. 19. — The steamship British 

Princess has arrived at Queenstown, and re- 
ports that the ateaiiiship Scythia is towing 
the ateaiiiahip Fdani into tjueenstown.

gale oil' St. Catharine's Point, Isle of Wiglit. 
The French brig, >Jeunc Benoni, weiilheroil 
the Point in tbe fiercest of the gale, but tho 
captain, being unfamiliar with the locality, 
waa di i veil into the dangerouschaniiel, locally 
known as Hockcn liace, where numeroiis 
wricks occur yearly, and which is avoided 
by all navigators knowing the peculiarities 
of the cniiBl. When ho realised his danger, 
he thouglit to avoid being pooped by luU'- 
ing up into the wind instead of keeping 
away before the sea. The brig at onco 
bocaino helpleaa, and the terrific seas 
swept her decks with such fury 
as to wash overboard the captain and five 
aeamcn. The life boat waa washed over- 
board at the same time, and two of the men 
maiigeu lo reach it and keep afloat hy it« 
aid a moment, but were (juickly forced to 
release their hold and were drowned, hut 
llie other three seamen and the ea|ituiu 
had been within three hundred yards 
of the lighlboiiae in full sight of 
the co.aat guard. The local fialiermen 
and u miinber of visitors from Vontnor, 
could plainly hear the cries of tbe periahing 
men. Help from shore was impossible. The 
solo survivor took to the rigging, half 
naked, the seas having nearly torn every- 
thing off him. The brig finally 
broached to, and drove upon the shore, 
but still beyond reach. Three rockets wero 
fired over the wreck, but failed to carry 
the line of it. The fourth was more success- 
ful, hut tho man in tbe ringing was too 
weuk to haul in the double line. Fastening 
it round his waist, he jumped into tho rag- 
ing waters, just as the vessel was engulfed. 
He was drawn ashore half dead. When 
restored lo eonsciousnes'S, he wejit bitterly 
aa he announced that those who 
had pcrisluil were all his kinsmen, 
tho brig being manned entirely by 
members of one family. Curiously enough, 
at the tiiiie the .leune Benoiie was being 
dashed lo pieces on tlic hostile coast, 
another veasel from the same [lort, tlu- 
Henri I'.l Leonine, of Nantes was strand 
ed a few miles distiint. Her crew were 
more fortunate, however, her aeven men 
being rescued by means of life lines. Tlie 
captain waa injured by being thrown down- 
by a heavy wave and could not do any- 
thing to Fave himself even with tlie aid of 
lines. The mate refused to desert him, and 
remained at his aide until the sea threw the 
veasel upon the beach high and dry. Tho 
two ollicers were rescued after having been in 
great peril for several hours. The next re- 
turning tide made a complete wreck of the- 
vessel. Many other exciting episodes were: 
witnessed along the coast, and many: 
g.iUant rescues are reported as well as many 
sad sights uf loss of life. In tho Irish 
channel, the shipping also had a severe ex- 
perience. The big steamer Connauglit, 
carrying the American' mails, arrived ut 
Kingston five hours late, having had 
rough passage. Her paddles were smashed, 
repaired and smashed again, and it s^omeii 
us if she would not live through' the hurri-' 
cane^ Th« passengers, terribly frightened,^ 
were kept belonr by the battening of the' 
hatches. The steamer looked like a wreck 
whcD she came into Kingston.

A VETERAN BEAD. 

Hun. A. K. l'«niberton I'asacs freoi the 8ceneft"> 
of an Kventflil Life. 

By the death of the Hon. A. F. Pember- 
ton, one of the moat striking figures of the 
early history of the city of Victoria, hii8 
passed away. He was a mun just fitted for 
tho times. British Columbia was on tbe 
threshold of a new and enlarged career 
brought on by the gold discovories of 1858. , 
The government required a firm and wise ■ 
hand to control the nuiltitu.Ica which wero 
auddcnly lauded in our midst. 

Born in Dublin, the youngest son of u 
Stipendiary magistrate, and having been 
educated for tl^ bar, the deceased filled for 
several years an ollice in Dublin Castle. 
Mr. Pemberton came to this colony in De- 
cember, 18,'i.'), with a view to devoting liiin- 
lo agrieullure. Hut a more iinpcirtant car- 
eer awiiitrd hiui. In IS.'i.S lie was coin- 
niis-.ioned by (iovernor Dougla.s to 
org.inize a boily of polie';, and in 
his two fold cajiacity of conuhiH-iioner and 
uiiigistriite he was lor aeveral years tljc 
prefect of the city, which nil to that tiiiie 
had <le[iciided for the pri'ficrvatiiin of its 
neace 1)11 a single corifltalile. To Mr. I'ciii- 
berton'a conduct and prudence w:ia mainly 
due the good order which oblaiiicd when 
the city was filled with men who, to the 
number of some tiui thouHand, were waiting 
for the fall of the I'raeer river to proceed in 
ipieat of the gold the famo of which had 
attracted them to these shores. It is not 
lx)o much t<i say that, next to Governor 
Douglas, there is no mun lo whom tho- 
country ia more imli bted for starting on a 
law-abiding career than to the late honor- 
able gentleman. Mr. Pemberton, ,iH mein- 
b(u- of the ICxcctil ive Council, letircd with 
till' well-earned title of honorablu and a 
pension for life on the coiifedcrutioii of tho 
colony with the Dominion. Ho also Glled 
tlu: ollice ot County Court judge for a 
period, and afterwards that of Stipendiary 
nmgistruto of llio city. He was 84 years of 
age when he died, leaving a son, Chartres 
Cecil, and u daughter, Evaline. 

(Jf the courage and coolness of tbe de- 
ceased gentleman in hours of extremist' ■ 
danger, many intcrcstinc; anecdotes aro re- 
lated. At the time of tho great influx of ' 
miners, iu 1858, he was tho solo representa- 
tive of law and order in Victoriii. To 
secure the preservation of peace, he ap- 
pointed a number of colored pnliceincn,, 
with whom tho miners ut once declared war, 
carrying their enmity so far as to tliieiUen 
to throw one of the objcctionuhle oflicorB 
into the liarhor. Tlie miners wore rioting 
at the time, and a. moment's indeciHioii 
would have been fatal. It was not shown. 
Mr. Pemberton, alone, cntercri the ranks of 
the riotor.'i, and by his quiet determination 
compelled them to releaao their prisoner. 
Though a (juict man, the late Mr. Pember- 
ton was un entbusiastio sportsman, and, iu 
his younger days, ouo of tho best cross- 
country riders in Ireland, whore "Pember' 
ton's leap " ia still spoken of as the groateHt-

In re.sjject 
to this latter the report was very Siilisfac- 
tory, showing that the ((uality of the new 
comers this season is e.xeeptionally good. 
They brought with them into ihe country in 
all $lC(i.400, or an ivorage of about S'-^DO 
per family of five. Certainly this is not a 
Tery large amount to begin life with in a 
new country.

It 
took us three days to construct a pon- 
taon liriilge ai ioss the chium, and I confess 
that u:y heart almost stood still with fear 
as I crossed, :or the fastenings on the other 
side were anything but secure. We left the 
bridge standing for our use in returning;. 
Uur civil cugiiicer informed us that we would 
reaeh the top ut M .")()(} feet, but wlicn we 
arrived at that height we found that we 
were full ,"),(KH> feel below tlic .'(inimiit (jf the 
mountain, ami our further way was ob- 
structi.'il by iiiip.issaljle barriers of ice and 
snow. It afii-rw'irds ilevcloped lli.vt this 
engineer, who was not with us, was very in- 
accurate ill all of Ilia estimates and Iu; was 
relie\ eii from further duty. It is u much 
greater task to ascend -Mount St. lOlias than 
it would be to aacciiil a niountain located in 
a milder cliiiiatc. 'We were compelled,' 
said the professor, ' to ulnndon the project 
of reaching the top. We attained u point

It has been 
detiuitcly arranged, as will bo seen by refer- 
ence to the urticlcs of agreement below, 
that a race between Hanlan and Stephenson 
is to take place next Saturday, at Shuwni- 
can Lake. Everybody knows Ned Hanlan. 
He needs no Introduction. Ho has 
made rowing what it is to-day, and 
probably i;o man will ever do eo 
nnioh for tins manly, gentlemanly sport, as 
he has done. He is not now cluinipion, 
nor is he among the first men in the rowing 
world. However, his mai^niticcnt style of 
getting a boat through the water will never 
leave him, and be in a very fust man still. 
Stephenson!! record was published a few 
days ago. He is a young man, full of en- 
thusiasm for his profession, and with golden 
prospects before him. Both men arestraight 
as a die, and both will go into their 
boats on Saturday with a determination to 
win. The publio can be sure of a close, 
exciting race and good honest sport. Such 
an opportunity is rare with Victorians, and 
they are t4io welt known as a sport-loving 
people not to welcome such an event witE 
satisfaction. The articles of agreement are 
substantially us follows : 

They provide for a race between tlie par- 
ties, atShawnigun Lake, ou the '24th iiist. , 
in best and best lioats, for a purse of $<W0. 
The race is to be rowid Iwtween tlie hours 
of ;{ and .') o'clock in the afternoon, and tl 
oourse will bo 1.1 miles and return. The 
governing rules will bo those of the Canu- 
diiui Association of Oarsmen. Mayor 
( Jrant, or liis iioMiinee. is to referee the race, 
and \V. H. KUis is naineil as purse- 
holder. The latter is to receive the 
amount of $<i()0 by 2 p.m. on Friduy mat, 
and after llie race, on tlie written order of 
the referee, he will pay to tlie winner 

and §100 to the loser. The articles also 
call for a verbal start and a choice >f posi- 
tion by toss immediately before the race is 
1 owed. 

The document is signed by .Stephenson, 
and Hiinlun per J. C. Drewry. i\lr. H. K. 
I'rior is witness to the signatures. 

THE OAK. 

The Hanlan-McLean race was to have 
taken place at Vancouver, on Saturday 
afternoon lust, but owing tocerUiin peculiar 
tactics resorted to by some of the interested 
parties, the nice did not come off at the 
appointed time. It was rowed yesterday 
afternoon, Hanlan easily defeating the 
Westminster ranchman by about one hun- 
dred and fifty yards. Time, twenty min- 
utes, thirty one and half seconds. 

The race was one and a. half miles and 
return, iq best and best skitffl,"for $400 a 
side, with un added purse of $300 gimi by 
the citizens of Vancouver. The purse was 
to hove been $500, and before Mr. Hanlan 
consented to row at Vancouver he Moeived 
a telegram aaDouncing that the money had 
been raiMd. A man by the name of San- 
som, an architect, bad the matter in charge 
and after a great deal of work announced 
that he could only secure $300. Ned 
thought that he was hardly getting; 
(air usage but finally consented to 
row for the amount on hand. 
McLean refused to row, alleging that the 
water was too rough, altliough the Inlet 
was, in reality, like a mill pond. The 
retcree. Win. Fullerton, for some nnex- 
jjlained reason, did not put in on appearance 
until ten minutes before live o'clock, the 
ruce being fixed for four. He then hud 
some words witif the stakeholder and 
finally refused to act. Aftr-r cnnsitk'raljle 
wrangling, during which McLean had the 
cheek to ask to have Murray, his trainer, 
appointed as referee, it was agreed that Mr. 
KufcHcll, barrister, of Vancouver, should be 
refcrer. Ho pnimptly ordered the men 
into tl cir iMiala, McLean protoAting all the 
time that tlie water was too rough. 

I'lie leferee found that no buoys had been 
placed, although Sansoin had proiiiiBe<l to 
attend to the mutter fully two hours pre. 
viously, and that darkness would prevent 
the race from being rowed that day. The 
water, too, was getting slightly lumpy. 

The men were ordered to report at .Mr. 
Wati's boathouse at three o'clock on 
Monday afternoon. The race took place at 
hftlf past four, a big crowd lining the 
wharves and every point of vantiige- 
Hanlan gave his opponent thirty feet start, 
but quIcKly passed him, and from that time 
it was merely a procession. Ned tinislied 
fully one hundred and fifty yards ahead of 
his opponent and might have easily made it 
more. McLean labored hard throughout, 
while Hanlan tini.'-he<l as cool as a cucumber. 
Hnnlan's victory was very popular, and he 
was cheered to the echo. 

i'i;tf.uson wins r.v a ri.i'Ki:^ 
The Seattle Tclegt ii pli of Monday has the 
following sptcial from San Francisco:— 

Fully 10,(K10 people witnessed the boat 
race yostetilay afternron between Henry 
Peterson, of ,San Francisco, and Charles 
Butch, of Austr.ilia. The race took place 
over tlie Alameda course, three miles with 
turn, and wos for a stake of a thousand 
dnllura a side. The day was a pkajunt o 
The morning was warm, and tlicrc '.vaa 
scarcely any wind. After one o'clock a 
slight brerio sprang up, and at the time of 
the race the ooramem had to contend against 
a stilf wind and rough water. At three 
o'cloek the representatives of the rowers 
to.ssed for iKisiiion, when the choice fell to 
I'c'icrson, and he took the inside course. 
At ;i:l!) ]).m. the word Was given and the 
race lirjjaii. I'eterson started off a length 
alii-iul with a steady stroke about 40. A 
nunitii r of small Craft were in Dutch's way, 
and ]'eterE()ii gained another length upon 
him in the Australian's endeavor to 
gain clear water. Both pulled a (luick 
stroke imd soon were rowing side by side. 
It •was even riicc to the i|Uarter iiiilc stake 
and then Dutch took tli.' lead. Peterson 
soon passed liini and then they rowed stead- 
ily together, making a pretty race. 'J'liey 
were each pulling at iilioul ;iS. 'J'he wind 
told against the oarsmen as they neared tlie 
turning point and the pulling became slow- 
er. Their respective jiositions were main- 
tained and it would have been a very 
didicult matter to have jiickcd_ tin; winner 
at that st'ige of the race. Nine minutes 
and half a second after the start I'eterson 
made his turning buoy. Dutch made a 
miscalculation and started to turn tlie 
same buoy, and then oli-erving the separate 
one for himself, pulled toward it and turn 
it H.J seconds after I'oterson. This lost 
him the race. Peterson was now several 
lengths ahead of him and was fast increns 
ing the distance between them. Soon Peter- 
son was four lengths in odvanco of Dutch, 
and making a spurt lengthened tho gap to 
six lengths. Dutch sow that it was useless 
to attempt to regain his lost ground nnd 
rowed slowly. Peterson finiahed in '21 
minutes about three lengths ahead. Dut«b

THE KISPYOX INDIANS. 

The lUtorn of tho Louise with Iniportant<. 
News and Significant Forbodlnss. 

Hon. P. O'Reilly, Indian Reserves Com- 
missioner, returned, yesterday moijiing, by 
the Louise from the norths Ue reports' 
having encountered some ferouBle in making 
out Indian reserves in the country hold by 
the Kispyox tribe. These people protested 
against any dictation as to the allotment of 
their lands, and resented the intrusion of 
the pale faces. Mr. Poudrier's exploration 
party had ulao been obstrueieil by this 
tribe, whoso chief appears to be more rca- 
.sonablo than are bis followers. An Indian 
council was held by Mr. O'Hc^illy, and ii 
fairly satisfactory arrangement an ived iil, 
.So far tlie ditliculty has been tilled over, 
but wheth('r the arruiigement is a l;ustiii^ 
one or not, remains to bo seen. In the 
other districts peace and quietness prevail, 
and the Indians appear to be happy and i 
xinteiitdd. 

The Louise left the .Sk(,'eiia the pnii.o tirnf 
n« the lioHcowitz, which latter vcs.sel is. 
daily expected. Indian Agent Todd, withj 
II purty of armed men, liad also left fronr 
Hii/.leton, for tho scene of tho Indian 
troublcH, exiiccting that their services may 
possibly bo re<|nircd there to prcservw 
order ami sustain the action of the (iov em- 
inent in their ullolincnte. However, Hon. 
Mr, O'Reilly does not anticipate trouble. 
The Louise had on board twenty-two 
passengers, including, hesidos the 
Inilian Reserves ("ommis.sioiier, Mr. J. 
(J'P.eilly, iMr. Aslidown (Jruenu and Mr. 
.S. A. Sjiencer and wife. While the former 
liarl.y were coming down tho iSkoona, the 
monotimy of the trip was broken by a little 
sporting incident. A monster Cariboo was- 
sighted, and .a shot was &e4 from the 
canoe, wounding tho animal. The Cariboo,, 
however, made for the mountainB,. .and for 
a couple of day eraded even the vigilance 
of a few Indians sent on his trail. Be was, 
however, ultimately located, and he wag 
brought down as a souvenir of the trip. 

Tho I.rfiuise brought down 10,(KX) gallon.-i 
of skid oil, from the .Skidgate Oil Works, 
and sonic 1,000 cases of suhnon. iSho 
reports that there are still sumo 18,000 
oases yet to come down. The weather on» 
the homeward voyage was rough and uu- " 
pleasant.

Uiiiluil .Statoa, next month, lu c .still at I nict- 
ing much iitteiition. 'I'lic is-iurs in Ohio 
continue to be national, lint .Mr. McKinley 
evidently did not think it aile to permit the 
election to hinge solely on his coniinereial 
policy. He, with eonsideniLle in:,'fniiiiy, 
introduced the silver tiucblion into the di.s 
ciiasion. Mr, McKinley is opp osed to [ice 
silver coinage, ami tlie Democratic I'arty 
are not what sonud money men consider ex- 
actly straight on that ({uostion. They favor 
tampering with the currency in the direc- 
tion of unlimited silver coinnfje. The Demo- 
crat.", liy temporiainfj on tlicsilver (jiicstion, 
have ciiubcil thcin.'iclvcs to lie luolied upon 
with distriiat by many who liclicvc in tlicir 
trade policy. It happens that the greater 
number of eastern tariff reformers are op- 
posed tothegovernment'sgtviagsilver iificti- 
tious value. The Farmer's Alliance nieni- 
Viers, on the other hand, want both taritV re- 
form an I free silver coinage. "Cheap 
tnoney and plenty of it," is their cry. 

The politicians of both parties, under 
these oircunistances, were perplexed as to 
M-bat stand they should take. To declare 
against the money notions of the Alliance 
would be to lose votes, and to 
favor the issue of a currency, 
of any kind, liable to depreciation, 
would be most likely followed by the 
aame dreadful consequence in another direc- 
tion. It was for a good while hard to sec 
what course either of the great parties in- 
tenfled to take. Tho Uemocruts at last 
decided to coiiuot with the silver men, and 
assume a linn attitmle on the trade i|Ues- 
tiou ; the Kepuhlicana resolved to hold 
fitst to high protection, and to set their 
faces against the silver. (Jovernor Cainp- 
bcH's policy has been to doiluc the coinage 
isaue and to give i)rominence to the tarifif 
i|ueatioii. .Mr. McKinley has in bin luldrcsaea 
jilaced the tariir iiucstiun cdii.sidcralily in 
the l)acki;round, while iiu has endeavored to 
impress on the people, the necessity of 
giving the country acurreuoy, in which every 
one at all times can Iilivo unbounded con- 
fidence. How these tactics will work it 
is at this momeul dillicult even to conjec- 
ture. Tho.se ill the Slates who have a 
reputation for political sugacity are very 
cjreful what they say about (he result of 
the Ohio election. All assert that the fight 
will be a close one, and tliat the issue will 
be uncertain. 

In New York tlie poliiidani of both 
siiles are doiiif^ tijcir best to keep national 
issues out ot tlie contest. Tliey want to 
have the election decided upon local issues, 
but outside of the ballot there is no locid 
issue of any importance to contend for. 
National i|Ueitiona are in the miiid.s of the 
jieojile, aiid tliey come up fur discussi'iu in 
spite of all that tlic politici ins 
cuu do or say. The Hepnblieans 
tell the people that a Doniourutic 
victory means a triumph for Tammany, 
'whilo the Democrats declare that Tammany 
has nothing whatever to do witti a .State 
contest. Tamniany'.s liclil, tliey say, i.s llic 
iiiunicipalily ; its liosses care nut liiui; fur 
IState politics except as they atl'ect those of 
the city of New York. Both Democrats 
and Kepublicans know that tho result of tho 
State Election in New York will go fur 
towards deciding who shall be I'resident 
next year, and it is this consideration that 
gives thr New York election its very great 
iinportunce from u national point of view. 
As far as the Slate itself is concerned it 
does aot matter niuoh which candidate for 
the Governorship is returned, but all admit 
that it matters a very great deal in view of 
next year's Presidential election whether 
Che Deniojrals or tlie Kepiildicans are vic- 
torious in tho struggle to couic olf next 
month. The indications aro just now that 
the Democrats will win. 

The Republicans lost Iowa two years ago. 
They attribute their dofoBt to tlie prohibi- 
tion issue. They hope to regain it this 
year, and are fighting euergeiically. The 
Fanners' Alliance in this State is an element 
of uncertainty. That organization is not, on 
the whole, favorable to the present Ad- 
wiaistration. If it sides with the Demo- 
crats tho Republicans will bo defeated in 
Iowa. But no one seems to know how tho 
tneinbcis of tlie AUiunce will vote. 'I'lie 
IVeinocrats will try hard to keep their hold 
oil Iowa, because they want its help to elect 
u Democratic President in 1892. 

Tho people of MoBsachusettB favor tarill 
reform. The mauufacturers of that state 
believe that if the tarifTwas lower, and they 
• could get tho raw materials of manufac- 
turea cheap, thoy would be able to eouipete 
with iJieat lirilain and other European 
.jiatious in the markets of tho world, and 



that, consequently, their profitu would be 

higher. The workingincn of Massachusetts 
are iioiv told that tliiy aro not benelitted by 
the hish protectionist tariff which makes 
much cf what they consume dearer than 
what it would be if the duties on the neces- 
S'lries of life wore lower. The Democratic 
is the party of tariff reform, and the pros- 
pect is that it will gain the day in Massa- 
chiiactts. 

Tlioso eUclimis will have their cIVcct on 
til is Dominion. If the Kejiublieans are vic- 
torious they w ill look upon the victory as an 
api)roval of tho McKinley tarilV, and will 
eon tiniie their narrow and nnneigbliorly party 
pilicvof restriction and exchi'ioii. If, <n) 
tho other hand, the I )emiiciatb gain the day 
a ninie liberal trade policy will bo inau- 
gurated on the other side of the Lino — if not 
at once, at any rute, after the prcsidontia 
elcrliim.

.Mr. Lister, .M.l'., has hccii Iclliii- the 
l)co))lo of Saniia thai he knoixs of greater 
acimlals than have yet been brought to 
light. If this is true, Mr. Lister is very 
much to blame, lie liail plenty of time 
iluring tho session that has just closed to 
make any number of revelat icma, ami if he 
knows of innre startling misdoings on the 
part of ollicials anil others tliaii liave yet 
lieen disclosed he has been wauling in bis 
duty to the people in not making tliein pub- 
lic. Why should he make a fuss about 
alleged breaches of the Independence of 
I'arliauu'iil Act which arc said to have been 
coiniiiitteil twi'he ycais or .'-o ago, and 
which were investigated and deciiled upon 
in the courts of law, and hold back for a 
more convenient season the disclosure of 
unspeakable acts of " (Jovcnimental crook- 
eilness " with which bis mind and conscience 
arc biu'ileiicil '.' His hiding these olTences 
and not bringing the ollrmicrs to jiiatice, is 
of itself a very grave ollcnco, ami makes 
him, in a sense, a pdrtner in the guilt of 
those whoso crimes he, for purposes of his 
own or his party conceals 

If he says that he luid not time or was 
not allowed the opportiinity to bring in his 
tcirilile liill of iiiilictiiicut, the press is open 
to him aud bus been ever since he came into 
possession of the awful secrets. Why does 
he not give them to the public through the 
medium of the newspapers. Why does he 
not arraign the otTenders before the bar of 
public opinion '.' It is no excuse 
to say that, by so doing, he 
would expose himself to prosecu- 
tions for libel. If he is the patriot which 
ho would like tho electors of Lambton to 
believe him to be, he would welcome such 
prosecutions. The crimes would llicn be 
iuvesligated by tribunals against which no 
one could object. The judges wouUl he 
imp irtial and the juries would not bo in- 
clined to favor men who had been jn ovcd 
to bo guilty of awful crimes against 
the commonwealth. There would be no 
" whitewashing " reports from the Bench. 
Tho judges would mete out strict justice 
to all, irVfspcct ive of p.irty or crc'cd or 
position. Mr. Lister has not tho shadow 
of an excuse to hkle these high .crimrs and 
misdemeanors from the people of Canada. 
If they exist, let the world know what they 
are. If he keeps silent after the great 
swelling words uiiich he lias iiltereil, people 
will come to t lie .■onclusion ilial he is tr)'- 
ing to humbug the electors of Lambton, 
and that the crimes which he speaks of, 
but refuses to disclose, have no existence, 
but are invented by him for political pur- 
poses. 

NO ClIOIOE YET. 

It does not yet, appear to ha decided who 
is to be l-j.ider in the British House of ("i iii- 
mons. It was announced, the other day, 
that Sir .Michael Uicks-Beaeh had been 
selected, but there do not seoni to have 
b^en uuy grounds for the rumor. Mr. Bal- 
four is evidently the favorite of the rank 
and lile of the Conservative Party. But 
Sllndiy's despatches inforiii us that he has 
not been a.sked to take the position. It ap- 
liears that he winild like I^ord Hartingtnii 
to lake the position until the present crisis 
is over. Lord Hurtington, being the head of 
the Liberal Unionist section of the Uovein- 
inent party, ought to be acceptable to the 
Conservatives as leailer of the House of 
Coiiuiions. He is, in fact, a Liberal only in 
iKui;c. Till-' diircrence betwieii an oM W big 
unil a young Coiiservntivo is not perceptible 
to people generally. In fact the young Con 
servativc appears to be much the more lib- 
eral of the two. The diirerehce between 
Lord Kandolph Churchill, for instance, and 
I>oril Hiirtington, is certainly not that Lord 
K.iiidulph is tlie morccon.scrvativ'e of tln^ 1 wo. 
He is, in fact, in most respects, 
very greatly the more radical. Then 
again, Mr. Gosohen far better deserves to be 
rcgarilcil as a Tory than Sir John Gorst, 
who is nominally a Conservative and a 
mcinbci- of the Conservative administration. 
In fact the (lillcicnci- between such Liberals 
as Lord Ilartington and Mr. Gosclien ami 
moderate Conservatives is muoh more in 
name than in principle. Willi Tegard to 
the leadership of the House of Coiiiir.onfl, it 
does not seem that Mr. Ooschcu is out of 
the running. He, apparently, stands as 
good a chance of getting the jiositioii as any 
ouo else that has been named. Mr. Balfuiir 
is well qualified for the post, and the 
nation would like to see him take it. 
Whether or not the duties of leading the 
House of Ciimmoiis and Secretary for Ire- 
land are too much for any ono man to pcr- 
fcrni, very few are ciiialificd to say. But it 
will ba universally admitted that if Mr. 
Balfour cannot take the leadership in the 
Hoase of Commons without giving up the 
SecrelaryBliip for Ireland, it would be far 
bettor for Lord Salisbury to look out for 
another leader for the Coiiinions and leave 
Mr. Balfour Secretary for Ireland. It 
would bo much easier to get a fairly good 
lender for the Commons than to find a man 
to fill the oiBoe of Secretary for Ireland, 



who would not be a drag on the Govern- 
ment. 



AN INQUIRER. 

A very intelligent gentleman writing to 
the editor of this paper from Scotland, com- 
plains that it ia impossible for him to get 
such information about British Columbia as 

the intending emigrant needs. Ho suyt he 
has " met with unwonted and unlooked for 
attention from the Government agents, 
e.speeially from the oflioo of H. C. Boeton, 
I'^sq. , tho Loudon agent of British Colum- 
bia." Yet, though this has been the case, 
our correspondent has not boon able to 
satisfy himself us to the resources and 
c.i|)abilitii.'S of this [iroviiice. A good map 
of British Columi iu, it appears, ia not to bo 
had in Great Britain. We are glad to say 
that the Provincial Go'ernment will soon 
supply this want. But he thinks that this 
map should be so drawn us to give 
the results of the (ieological survey, 
and to indicate elevations, forests, 
arable lands, coal and iron districts, 
the parts of rivers navigable by lai gi! and 
small vessels, lines of railway, proposed 
lines, itc. Our correspondent is of opinion 
that the tlovornment shouhl take active 
measures to inform the inhabilants of llie 
Old Country i.f the iulvantages wliieli tl)is 
new ouo liobla out to the industrious and 
enterprising immigrant, for, ho says, "nine 
out of ten of our avoragely educated people 
Know no more about your province than the 
name." The suggestions, coiitaiiieil in tliis 
intelligent Scotchman's letter, are good. 
.More should be done than lii.s been ilone to 
make British Columbia known abroad. We 
are quite sure tliat there are many, in all 
parts of Great Britain, on tho look out for 
a desirable place to emigrate to, who, if 
they know e.^aetly what sot t of a country 
British Columbia is, would lose very little 
time ill coming to it, aud biiiiging witli 
tbeoi the c.ipital which is needed to deve- 
lopo its many rotources.

The bark Rothesay Bay, from Ulosgow, 
Scotland, has been in port for some time 
past, and in difficulties also. The char- 
terers, in the Old Country, appear to be in 
some trouble. They bad paid nearly the 
whole of the freight, bat scarcely had the 
bark arrived here than her owners tele- 
graphed instructions to the captain to hold 
the cargo aa a lien on freight. The con- 
signees are in this position, therefore, that 
they cannot get their goods until the own- 
ers are satisfied. The consignees hold that 
tlfis is an illegal proceeiling, and in this 
they are sustained by Collector of Customs 
Millie. Goods cannot bo held in this ])ort 
because of any delini|iiency on the part ol 
the consignors, or dilllculty on the part, of 
the shipownera. At the moat, there could 
only be retained a sutlicicnt portion of the 
cargo to cover freiglit. It would be unjust 
to call upon merchonls here to pay twice or 
three liiiica over for their goods. This 
point having been demonstrBtod to Captain 
Partridge, be is likely, on legal advice, to 
remove the barrier and let the cargo go.

Practical Operations at the Kew 
Premises of the Brackmaii 
& Ker Co. 



A Model Establishment in Every Way 
—Description of the Mill and 
E(iuipiiieiit. 

Six months ago Messrs. Bi-ackinan & Kei' 
decided tliat, if they tcanted to keep any- 
thing like the supply from their mills equal 
to tiie deniiind, they would have to make 
very great improvements to tlieir old 
Saauich property, or else buiid a nuw place 
altogether. They took the latter coiirsc. 
The contract for a building was lot to 
Messrs. ISisbop & Sherbouriic ; Mr. Thomas 
\Yallace planned the interior ineelianical 
arrant;eiiicnta ; Mr. Kees superintended tlic 
construiition of the Tiiuchinery, und yester- 
day the National nulls lurned'out their tirat 
pound of oatmeal. 

The Sauoich mills, whicli have done such 
good service for fifteen years, are Huper- 
seded by u new and haudsuiiic structure in 
which id gatlicrcd together froui all parts of 
the United states and Canada mnchiilfijB .of 
the very latest p .ttern. It. is to the credit 
of the brill that, in every instance possible, 
they liavc obtained machines from Canada, 
and it speaks well for Canadian advance- 
ment aud enterprise that so many articles 
of mechanical akill are being turned out in 
the Dominion. 

The mill has a daily capacity 
of a little over twenty tons uf oiUs. 
The product will be sent out in bajjs of 
10, uO and 100 pounds, and the firm are able 
to handle and turn out rolled wheat, oat- 
meal, Graham Hour, rolled oats, rye Hour, 
pearl barley, split peas, and corn meal. 
The cost of the jiropLTty is over .•?:!0,UOO. 
The company cblimnte llial they have now 
a mill that w ill answer all deinands upon it 
for the next ten years, uiul, should they be 
overtaxed, there is plenty of room for more 
machinery, and enterprise enough to get it 
when it is w anted. Allstutrfor tlie mainland 
and portions of the island beyond Nanaimo 
will be shipped from the capacious wharf 
at the back of the mill, aud to the same 
wharf will come the outs und grain from the 
farming districts. 

TH5 STOREHOCSE. 

A well-built, substantial structure is t):e 
storehoHse, which stands at the aide of the 
mill. It is of brick, and the floor is made 
with the best cement, to guard as much as 
possibe against any dampness. The build 
ing has a storage capacity of 500 tons, aud 
contains every convenience (generally found 
for facilitating the rapid ingress and egress 
of goods. 

TUE mix. 

Tlic mill is a building very well designed 
and, externally, of hiuulaome appearance. 
It is about 85 feet m hei;iht, und, including 
the basement, contains tivo stories. Kach 
floor is 70 feet long by 50 feet wide, and 
wide flights of stairs give easy access to each 
level. The most striking point that one 
notices in the whole building is the great 
number of wooden shoots at every conceiv- 
able angle, that the eye lights on every- 
where. They run down and up, in straight 
lines, broad curves, waves und zigz;igs, and 
all are fitted und made in such a way that 
they slide through floors, into machinery, 
down walls and around pillars, just as it 
they were car\ cd out of one piece of wood, 
and without a perceptible joint anywhere. 
A representative of ttie Coi.o.s-isT was shown 
over the building, yesterday ifternoon, by 
Mr. Ker, who explained in a very interest- 
ing way the utility and meaning; of every- 
thing it contains. The basement floor, 
which is of thick cement, contains 
a steam holler encased in brick, 
of one hundred horse power. It 
was made specially for the null by the 
Albion Iron Works, and is a very fine 
specimen of the class of work turned out 
by that company. It is lU feet long and GO 
inches in diameter. Tiie engine is what is 
known as the "Automatic Wheelock 
CutoGT." It ia an entirely new patent and 
is manufactured by the Uoldea & McCul- 
loch Co., of Gait, Ont. It is built on 
cement foundations, runs beautifully, and 
in mechanical working is the simplest and 
finest engine of its kind made. It drives a 
fly wheel 12 feet in diameter, with 22 inch 
face, and same width of belting. This 
enormous wheel moves all the machinery in 
the establiehnicut. lis average rate gives 
it a strength of (ij horse-power. The 
whole of the belling used in tlie mill was 
supplied by the Molvircn lielting Co., of 
}tlontrcal. A rise of a few steps from the 
basement brings one on tlie ground floor, 
which contains four large feeders 
that supply all the grinding pow- 
er. The main belt drivws into 
a sinch shaft which Horks these feeders. 
At the other end of the same floor is an auto- 
matic steam kiln built of brick for drying 
outs. The drying is .iccomplished by means 
of steam running through jjipes. There are 
four of tlu'.se dryers in the building, and 
they contain, altogether, aijout o,000feetof 
pipe, and are a very great improvcinCLt on 
the old and ponderous system of drying. 
The temperature is regulated by a perfect 
systciii of valves, and runs, on the average, 
lit about 150 degrees. On the first floor is a 
hopper where the oats, as brou^^ht iu from 
the farms, are placid. Thuy slide down to 
the grotind door and then commence a series 
of journeys up elevators, down slides, 
tlirougli machines innumerable, aud then 
back again to a general receiving room, 
where they come out in the shape of oat- 
meal. On a raised platform are four sifters, 
and the oata pass through each of these in 
tucoes3ion, becoining cleimer every time, till, 
after leiviiig the fiairlli they are perfectly 
white and free from blemish of any kind, 
all ready for grinding, which process comes 
next in turn. On the same floor is a pearl 
barley machine, one of Wallace's latest 
pateiit.s, and next to it is a hominy mill, for 
the manufacture of hominy and corn meal. 
Oil I he second floor are two elevator store 
bins, both very large, and arranged so that 
they receive the oats and wheat from sev- 
eral difTerent shoots at one tiiui!. Running 
alongside thcBC is the room where the oat- 
meal, as sold, is stored. It comes through 
shoots in a sunny constant stream, anil 
I forma great white heaps everywhere. 
Though yesterday was the first day of 
working, there was no hitch, and the meal 
was of the finest (|uality. Uii the third 
floor arc several m.ichiuea, each of which is 
a now invmtion, and a great iniprove;ncnt 
on any nieclianieal contrivarces of the 
kind ever before seen in the province. 
Th<ire is a Cockles' separator, a ma- 
chine which one cnuhl watch for an 
hour and not tire of. Its working is most 
iotricdto,' and every portion of the large 
contrivance iH perfect. Two large rubber 
rollers take . the oati, and sepfcrate Jthem 
into their respective iizes,- while another 
portion of the same machine sifts out the 
foreign matter, pieces of Stalks and stems, 
and throws each dilTcrent kind into a re- 
ceptacle of its own. The oiif.s are carried 
from tills to three hulled out separators, 
*ach of which in turn does its share to- 



wards hulling and cleaning them. A little 
further on is a machine for the manufac- 
ture of rolled oats, which w-as put itno oper- 
ation for tlic first time in the reporter's 
presence. It is worked by the steam pro- 
cess. Overhead, an oatmeal sifter swings 
backwards and forwards with great rapidi- 
ty, throwing the goo<l grain down one fun- 
nel and the shucks into another. On the 
same floor are the iiolishing machines, 
for polishing the groats after they 
are hulled, and a wheat duster 
smut ir.aehine, with a capucity of 
thirty b.,shcls per hour. On the floor above 
this are four wliirliiig dust collectors, of the 
"Improved Cyclone" type, which collect all 
dust iiiide by the constant moving of the 
grain aud deposits it in rooms specially 
mude for its reception. These machines are 
a blessing to men working iu a mill, as they 
do away with the choking sensation caused 
by the thousands of minute particles of 
dust always floating about. The top floor 
is used simply for turning room for the ele- 
vator dr-eclges, giving them heiirht and 
speed. From the windows of this floor a 
truly grand view is obtainable of Victoria, 
the one side und the Straits of Fiica on 
the other.

THE PRESIDENT ON i'EA.CE. 

_ President Harrison attended the Ecume- 
nical Methodist Conference, on Saturday 
last. Ho wos enthusiastically received. 
The topic of the day was "War and i'eace" 
and, M'hen the President entered, Mr. D. T. 
T. Snibe, of Liverpool, was reading a 
paper on "luternational Arbitration. " I'he 
reading of the essay was suspciuleil. After 
the President had been introduced to the 
chairman, who happened to be a Canadian, 
the Ilev. Dr. \Vilhains, he made the follow- 
ing .speech : 

"J came here, this morning, to make an 
expression of iny respect aud esteem for 
this gre;it body of delegates, assembled 
from all the countries of the world ; and 
much more, to give a manifestation of my 
re.spoct and love for that greater body of 
Christian men and women for whom you 
sturul. (Applause.) Every ecumenical 
conference is a distinct step in the direction 
not only of the unification of the church, 
but of the unification of humanity. It ia 
the natural order that the sub-divisions 
should be wiped out before the grand divi- 
sions of the church can be united. You 
have, to-day, for discussion the subject of 
"International Arbitration," and, this 
being a public and enlarged use of the word, 
]ierhaps, makes my presence here as an 
ofRcer of the United States especially ap- 
propriate. (.\pplause. ) The subject IS one 
which has attracted attention, and I think 
I may say has as greatly attracted interest 
mid adiierenos to the United States as that 
of any other Christian power in the world. 
(Applause.) It is known to you all that in 
the recent conference of the American 
states ut this city, the proposition was 
made und adopted by the adherents of all, 
or nearly all of the governments represent- 
ed, that as applied to this hemisphere, all 
international disputes should be settled by 
arbitration. (Applause.) Of course there 
are limitations as yet, in the nature of 
things, to the complete conauinmatioii and 
general aiioplion of such a scheme. 

It ii? ((iiite possible to apply arbitration to 
a boundary dispute. It is quite impossible, 
it seems to me, to apply it to a case of in- 
ternational feud. 'There is at present a dis- 
position to subjugate, an aggressive spirit to 
seize territory, a spirit of national aggrand- 
isement that does not stop to consider the 
rights of other men and other people. To 
such a case and such a spirit international 
arbitration has no, or, if any, a remote and 
dilhcult application. It is lor a Christian 
settlement manifesting itself in the nation 
to remove for ever such causes of dispute, 
and then what remains will be an easy sub- 
ject of adjustment by fair international ar- 
bitration. But I had not intended to enter 
into discussion of this great theme, for the 
getting forth of which have applied to those 
who have given it special attention. Let 
me, therefore, say simply this for myself, 
temporarily in a place of influence in this 
country, and much u.ore for the great body 
of its citizenship, to express the desire of 
America for peace with the whole world, 
[dreat applause,] It would have been vain 
to suggest the pulling down of block- 
houses or the disurmanient of settlers on 
the hostile Indian frontier- They would 
tell you rightly that the conditions were|not 
ripe, and so it may be and it is probably 
true, thxt a full application of thii 
principle is not presently possible. The 
devil .still lieing unchained (laughter), we 
will Ktill liave our gun foundries, and pro- 
bably will best promote the settlement of 
internutional disputes by arbitration by 
having it understood that if the appeal be 
Tct-r tribunal we shall not be out of 
the deflate. ( -Vpplau.se. ) 'i'herc is a unity 
of the cliurcli and of humanitj-, and the 
lines of progress arc the same. It is by 
this great Cluistian sentiment, character- 
ized not only by a high sense of justice, 
but by a fpiiit of love and forbearance, 
mastering civil in.stitutiona and the govern- 
ment of the world, that we shall approach 
universal peace and adopt arbitration 
methods of settling disputes. Let me thank 
you, Mr. Chairman, und you, gentlemen of 
this conference, for the privilege of stand- 
ing before you for a moment, and for this 
most cordial welcome you have given me. 
I beg to express again my high appreciation 
of the character of these delegates and uf 
the membership of the great church from 
which they come, and to wish that your re- 
maining ileliherations und your journey to 
far di.Htaiii lujines you may have the guid- 
ance and care of that God whom WO all re- 
vere (.».pplausc.) 

Ah the iiresideiit eoncludcd and passed 
out of the church, the entire conference 
I'ose nnd applauded liis remarks.

PRETTY AND COMMODIOUS. 

Dedication af the Hchool Church of St. 
Alban, the Martyr, Nanaimo. 

Lcsa than sLk montlia ago the Ecclesias- 
tical jiarish of N.inain)o was divided, and 
llie whole south half of the town was as- 
signed to the new pari«h of St. Alban, the 
Martyr, and the Rev. O. H. Tovey, then 
curate of Holy Trinity, New Westiniuater, 
was appointed rector. Since that time aites 
have been acquired on liberal terms from 
the New Vancouver Coal Co. for a church, 
rectory and mission. That for the church 
ia situate in a commanding position at the 
apex of the parish, and where the principal 
loads come to a paint. Suflicient of tliis 
ground has been reserved for a future stone 
church of large dimensions, the congreg;i- 
tiun in tlie liieauwhilc cuntcnting tlieni- 
selves with the liuilding which was dedi- 
cated on Wednesday last. 'I'liis building is 
properly c.illed a school-church, and wlu ii 
no longer needed for Divine worship will be 
used as a school and pari^ih room. 'I'he 
achool-cluirch is of handsome exterior, 
although somewhat sqn it in appearance. 
The roof is c ilored red, the walla dark olive 
green with red triiuniings slanding upon a 
atone liiisement. There are five gahlea tilled 
with shingles, their natural cidor, and h.ilf 
limber and plaster respectively. The hell 
turret is surmounted by a liandsomc gold 
cross, and contains a bell of tivo hundieci- 
weight. At the opposite end of the build- 
ing a flugstafT has been erected nearly KX) 
feet high. 

The plan of tlio building shows its double 
piir]iose, nnd ia novel in this country; it was 
the design of the Rector and carried out 
most successfully by the architects, Messrs. 
Sharp & Maclure, of New Westminster. 
The main feature of the building is a large 
hall with an open roof, and atone end show- 
ing a platform and laige sliding doora. This 
hall is unconsecrated and may be used for 
secular purposes, as well as for a nave for 
the Sunday services. The eliding doors be- 
ing open show the "Chapel," which serves 
then as a chancel, but ia largo enough for 
the daily services and celeliration of the 
Eucharist when cut olf from the large hall. 
This chapel has a teparate entrance and 
priests' vestry, and is the ge;n of the whole 
building. It is lined wiih native woods and 
oil linished ; the aancluaiy is cedar pannel- 
led, and a heavy cornice with dental orna- 
nientation runs around the top.

The 
front shows between the pillars, 
three beautifully painted jianels; the centre 
one representing the ( 'i ucilixion, with the 
three .Maries, and the aide panels showing 
tigures of two Eiigliah aainta — .St. Alban 
and St. Chad. On the relahle above llie 
[iltar ar e I hi; legal ornaments, a brass cro.--s 
and cii ndli-st icks, the latter liei iig leinpor- 
ary, as very handson,e candlesticks aie 
being specially manufactured in England, 
to match the design of the sltar. Tlio nltur 
and its ornaments ore set oflf to great advan- 
tage by side hangings of rich blue and gold 
luncstry; nnd us tlie light enters through 
subdued colored cathedral glass, at the 
si' ca and not behind the altar, it is thrown 
into a prominence that attracts the eye of 
the visitor immediately on his onlianco in- 
to the building. Opposite the chapel door 
is a fresco of the Martyrdom of St. Allian, 
and on the other wall a picture of the Last 
Supper. Adjoining the main hall are a 
series of class rooms, suited for vestry, 
school and general purposes, and at the emi 
a small kitchen. 'J'he electric light is used 
throughout and the hot-air healing system 
ia connected with e\ery part, Mr. Olni- 
stead, the contractor, has carried out his 
woik ill a salisfaciory manner, and ue lioiie 
it will lie an augury of a piOHpcrnus ciirei r 
in Naiiaiino.
